By a singular oversight the Hawaii-
an bill as enacied into law established
& United Staites customs distriet for
the Territory of Hawali, with poris of
entry and delivery at Hono.ulu, Hilo,
Mahukona and Kahului, but made ab-
f0.ulely no provision for the appoint-
ment of a customs collecior and a corps
of aseistants such as exist of necessiLy
ip every cusioms disirict in the United
Siaves. This palpable error was not
discovered unti: two days after the bul
was approved by the President, and
only then by Assistant Secrecary of the
Freasury Spawiding, who at once call-
ed the atteation of Senator Morgan to
the immediate need of supplementary
legis.ation. A remedial measure has
aiready been introduced by the Senator
from Alabama. 1t is very brief and
merely provides for the appointofent of
| & collector of customs and such depu-
ftles and assistants as the Secretary of
"thp Treasury «hall deem necessary.

The Secretary of the Navy is entirely
convinced of the wisdom of hastening
the work of Improving Pearli Harbor
with the object of establishing a naval
station, and has recommended that the
sum of $100,000 appropriatea for that
purpose in the river and harbor act of
Mareh 3, 1880, be transferred from the
Jurlsdiction of the War Department to

e thinks the work can be better done.
It will be remembered that Rear-Ad-
airal Waiker, U, 8. N., reported favor-
tbly on this project as long ago as
July 11, 1884, to the Fifty-third Con-
gress, Since then the surveys have all
een made by the Navy, but the site
for the naval station has not been ac-
guired.
sepator Hale of Maine, chairman of
he Commitiee on Naval Affairs, has
taken up the mattér and has intro
luced 4 bill covering th whole sub-
juct.
